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NEW COUNTY ASSESSOR PROMISES 
"FAIR AND EQUAL" ASSESSMENTS; 
PROCEDURE CHANGES ARE PLANNED 


VISALIA, Jan. 14 — A continu- 
ation of general policies as they 
now exist in the office of the Tu- 
lare county assessor can be ex- 
pected in the future, according to 
Herman F. Matney who was ap- 
pointed last week. by the Tulare 
county board of supervisors to re- 
place Phil Lucas, who resigned the 
position to accept a federal job in 
Nicaragua. 

“Our aim will continue to be 
fair and equal assessments for all 
people of the county,” ~Matney 
states. In connection with this 
policy appraisers will attempt to 
re-assess all property in the county 
each four to five years. 

One new development can be ex- 
pected in southern Tulare coun- 
ty — from the south Porterville 
city limits to the south county 
line. Matney says that in this 
area, as well as areas near Wood- 
lake and Kingsburg, a “mail out” 
system will be used on real prop- 
erty, similar to the system now 
used on personal property: 

Under this system owners will 
receive forms to fill in regarding 
necessary assessment information 
on their property. Assistance, if 
needed, can be obtained from the 
Porterville or Earlimart offices of 
the assessor in southern Tulare 
county, or from the county office 
in Visalia. 

Spot checks will be made on; the 
mail forms; it is hoped that this 
system will relieve field work and 
provide more time for the basic

job of maintaining realistic and 
equalized appraisals on county 
property. 

“We believe that under this sys- 
tem, paper work can be handled 
quicker, more efficiently and more 
economically,’’ Matney says. 

The new system will be put: in 
operation in the designated areas 
this year and will cover about 15,- 
000 parcels. If successful, it will 
be expanded throughout the coun- 
ty in the future. 

Porterville is now getting a de- 
tailed reappraisal in keeping with 
the equalization program. With 
an assessment factor of 25 per 


4cent compared to 30 per cent pre- 


viously (the factor is based on cost 
of property and income from prop- 
erty, among other things) there is 
talk of a drop in assessed value in 
downtown Porterville.
